These officers, with the sanction of the 
Board of Inland Revenue, are required to furnish particulars of 
transactions obtained either from buyers or sellers and if 
possible, from the books of such firms or individuals transacting 
business in the various articles of produce specified, in the 
several market towns in which they are stationed. They are 
instructed to indicate in their reports not only the average 
prices obtained for average qualities, but also the current 
market prices for good and inferior qualities of the various 
articles of produce reported upon. 


. Reports are received to the number of 308 in the year from 
nine Reporters of Prices, who are specially appointed as expert 
judges of stock to report transactions in Store Stock at 144 
selected fairs. Each Reporter is assigned a certain number 
? n , talrs m the year, to which his reports are to be confined 
these fairs are divided into districts in each of which the 
Reporter is required to record a specified number of fairs in each 
quarter of the year, with the object of making his reports as 
representative as possible of the value of stock within the dis- 
trict included in each group. The Reporter is further obliged 
to select each fair for report, so that no district should he ex- 
cluded, and that due regard should be had to those more 
important fairs which are held at certain periods of the year.
